For 
most  crops  and  States  the  acreage  estimates  in  these  publications  include  tha 
yaars  1919-46*    Froduetlon  aatlawtas  eorraapondlng  to  all  of  the  bearing- 
aoraaga  aarlaa  are  found  In  tha  publleatlona  aantloaed  above  and  in  "Fruita 
(MOfieitrua ) t    Production,  Farm  Disposition,  Value,  and  Utilization  of  Sales," 
for  tha  yaara  1889  to  1944  dated  May  1948  and  for  1945  to  1947  dated  July  1948. 

These  estimates  include  bearing  acreages  of  most  of  the  fruits  and 
bearing  acreages  of  almonds,  walnuts,  and  filberts.    Beeauae  large  nunbera  of 
paean  traea  are  located  outside  of  eatabliahad  oroharda,  data  on  tree  mnbera 
ara  vary  IneoBplata  and  are  not  auffiolantly  reliable  to  juatlfy  tha  prapara- 
tion  of  aatimtaa  of  aeraagaa  of  paean  traea.    (Bearing  aeraage  rafera  to 
traaa  of  bearing  age.) 

For  California,  estimates  of  bearing  acreages  nave  been  published 
annually  since  1921.    The  first  detailed  coverage  by  age  groups  and  varieties 
for  all  eounties  waa  obtained  by  the  extenalTe  Federal-State  survey  of  1936. 
Sinea  than«  raeorda  for  thie  State  have  been  provided  through  cooperation 
iitiiaen  tha  respective  coimty  agricultural  coimiasioners  and  the  California 
Cirof  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service,  partly  froB  new  surveys  and  partly  by 
tfi^diaf  changes  from  tha  previous  years. 

In  developing  these  records  for  California,  most  of  the  field  inork  mas 
done  by  the  county  agricultural  ooosiiis  si  oners  and  their  ataffs,  nhile  some  of 
tha  field  work  and  aneh  of  tha  aaaaabling  and  oonpllation  of  data  nare  done 
by  tha  staff  of  tha  California  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service.  The 
wm^or  ysar-to-year  changes  include t    acreages  removed  or  abandoned,  new 
Iplantings  made,  and  the  shifting  from  a  nonbearing  position  to  bearin*.  All 
iaqproved  records  obtained  from  more  recent  surveys  are  used  each  year. 

This  report  includes  sons  revisions  of  the  estimates  shown  in  the 
annual  publleationa  of  the  California  Crop  and  Llvaatoek  Reporting  Sarviee. 
The  totals  piibllahed  by  that  agency  ara  summations  of  county  totals  and  are 
shown  to  the  nearest  acre.    In  this  publication,  these  totals  have  been 
rounded  to  the  nearest  100  acres  except  in  the  case  of  dates,  persimmons,  and 
poaiegranatesi  their  totals  have  been  rounded  to  the  nearest  10  acres.

niese  estiicates  include  bearing  acreages  of  most  of  the  fruits  and 
bearing  acreages  of  aliaonds*  ivalnuts*  and  filberts.    Because  large  nunbers  of 
pecan  trees  are  located  outside  of  established  orchards,  data  on  tree  nuabers 
are  very  incomplete  and  are  not  sufficiently  reliable  to  Justify  the  prepara- 
tion of  estimates  of  acreages  of  pecan  treofl.    (Bearing  acreage  refers  to 
trees  of  bearing  age.) 

Por  California,  estimates  of  bearing  acreages  hsTc  been  published 
annually  since  1921.    The  first  detailed  coTerage  by  age  groups  and  -varieties 
for  all  counties  was  obtained  by  the  extensiTe  Fsderal-State  survey  of  1936. 
Since  then*  records  for  this  State  have  been  provided  through  cooperation 
between  the  respective  county  agricultural  coirmissioners  and  the  California 
Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service,  partly  from  new  surveys  and  partly  by 
recording  changes  from  the  previous  years. 

In  dereloping  these  records  for  Califomia^  aost  of  the  field  work  was 
done  by  the  county  agricultural  oomis  si  oners  and  their  staffs,  while  some  of 
the  field  work  and  much  of  the  assembling  and  compilation  of  data  were  done 
by  the  staff  of  the  California  Crop  and  Livestock  Keportinf;  Service.  The 
major  year-to-year  changes  include:     acreages  removed  or  abandonee,  new 
plftnting:s  made,  and  the  shifting  from  a  nonbearing  position  to  bearing.  Ail 
improved  records  obtained  from  more  recent  surveys  are  used  eacn  year.

Tha  haariag  acreage  of  peaehaa  in  tha  United  States  reached  a  peak 
la  tha  aid-1980»a»  daeliaad  ataadily  ualtll  tha  lato  I9S0*s,  sad 
laaraased  during  the  early  1940' s.  Calif oraia,  Moh  ia  1946  had  about  18 
paraaat  of  the  United  States  bearing  acreage  of  peaches  and  4S  percent  of 
the  production,  showed  a  marked  shift  in  trend  during  the  last  quarter  of  a 
century.    The  acreage  increased  during  the  1920*8  largely  because  of  an 
increase  in  Clingstones  for  canning!  it  declined  from  the  late  1920* s  until 
tha  aarly  1940*a*    lha  aeraage  shows  considerable  increase  during  the  1940* s.

Fsarst    Ibllowing  the  large  plantings  of  pears  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States 

during  tha  1920 's  and  shortly  before*  the  United  States  bearing 
acreage  of  pears  reached  a  peak  in  the  aid-1980*s.  Ihlla  acreage  was  in- 
creasing in  the  western  Statea,  it  waa  gradually  declining  ia  the  oaatral 

and  eastern  States,  aainly  because  of  the  more  favorable  climate  and  aolla 
in  the  irrigated  areas  of  the  ^est.    But  the  ravages  of  fire  blight  have 
eliminated  much  pear  acreage  in  both  the  Bast  and  the  West.    The  pear  acreage 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  States,  which  in  1946  comprised  47  percent  of  the  U.  8* 
acreage  and  accounted  for  81  percent  of  the  production,  more  than  doubled 
hatwaaa  1919  aad  1988  hat  daeliaad  ahaut  oaa-flfth  hataaaa  1988  and  1942.

It    California  dominates  the  grape  industry  of  the  United  States.  In 
recent  years,  this  State  has  produced  more  than  90  percent  of  tha 
U«  S.  grape  crop  on  about  four-fifths  of  the  U.  S.  grape  acreage.  The 
bearing  acreage  of  all  three  types  of  California  grapes  (raisin,  wine,  and 
tahla  varlatlaa)  laaraaaad  during  tha  1980* a,  daallaad  during  tha  1980' a. 
aad  haa  haaa  ahoat  atahla  «laaa  tha  lata  1980*a»  Tha  aaraaga  of  ralala  aad 
tahla  varieties  reached  a  peak  ahaut  19tT  aad  alaa  varlsitlaa  ahaat  1989. 
There  has  been  a  decline  in  acreage  on  the  poorly  adapted  sites  and  soils, 
and  an  increase  in  the  better  adapted  areas  of  California  dxiring  the  last  15 
years.    In  the  central  and  eastern  States  the  bulk  of  the  coaaercial  produc- 
tion is  found  around  the  Great  Lakes  and  is  utilised  sK>stly  for  grape  juice*
